Section IV, of the appeal brief also recites that "Claims 1,6,11,16 and 18 have been amended during procession. A copy of the current 
claims is attached hereto in the claims- Appendix". 

According to page 2 of the advisory action process mail on 1-23-08, which is viewable by PAIR system, which states " claim 6 is ameneded 
in line 7 to include "assinged to the station". Claim 16 is also amended in lines 15 to include "assinged to the appratus". These additions 
made to claim 6-10 and 16-20 raise new issue", [also see a duplicate copy of the advisory action attahced] 



In view of the advisory action, it is clear that the amedment to the claims 6 and 16 were not entered. Yet, the appeal brief and claim 
appendix contain the arguments related to amended claims which were not entered.
